On March 8 the carbon oil rate from Pitts-
burg and Buffalo to California points will
be reduced from §1 20 to 90 cents per 100
pounds. At present there is a big order in
this city of 20 carloads to go West, bnt the
owuers are waiting for the reduced rate.

A Western freight agent said yesterdny:

“The oil rate to California hns bren too
high, and most of it was taken to New
York aud shipped to the Pacific coast by
water in eases. The vessels wounlda't earry
the barrels, so it was pluced in the tin case,
and four of them made a barrel. The roads
have gotten tired seeing all the freight going
to the ship owners,

“Large quantities of glass are going West
these days, but I never saw the irou ship-
ments so light, All the mills have plenty
of arders, but they come ifrom loeal places,
Last week I shipped West 16 carloads of
glass, 1 expectto sce the freight business
boom shortly.”

NO REDUCTION OF THE LIMIT,

The Hocking Valley aud Balilmore nnd Ohle
Ronds Charged With Cutting Conl Rates
to the Laokes—The Regolor Tarill Re-
duced From 83 Cents to 63.

The action of the railroad men at Cleve-
land in adjourning without reducing the 40-
mile limit is disesuraging to the thin-vein
coal operators. Said one of the latter Jast
evening: ‘‘The action of the freight agents
was no surprise to me, and unless they do
something at the Chicago meeting March
13, we will have to get out of the busicess,
or wear out. It will be the survival of the
fittest, and the man who has the most money
will last the longest. Asit is now, we sre
not making a cent of money.

“It was not the competition of the Hock-
inz Valley coal that spoiled the conference.
The Pennsylvanis people discovered thar
the Hocking Valley road had been cutting
rates last summer, and this made them very
angry, and they threatened to take care of
their business in the future. They learned,
too, that the Baltimore and Ohio had veen
doing the samwe thing trom Sandusky, when
both roads had signed an agreement to
maiatain the tarifls,. The distance from the
Hocking Valley to the lakes is 195 miles on
an average. By the Lake Erie and Penn-
sylvania roads the distance from Pittsburg
to the water is 135 wiles, so that the
Iatter lines possess the advantages. The
rate had been fixed at 85 cents,
but all Iast summer the Hocking Valley
and Baltimore and Ohio had been carrying
coal at 65 cents, It wss this differential
that knocked us ont. We told the other
roads that the entting was oeing done, but
they wouldn’t believe it.  When these facts
were developed at the conference, the lines
that nad earried ont the terms of the agree-
ment relused to treat any further.

“I wouldn’t be surprised 1! the Penusyl-
vanin pulled out of the combination, but I
do not know that it would be the best thing
in the end for the conl men. It is difficult
to fight a bankrapt road in Ohio that is
forced to earry freight at less than the tariff
figures.”
